To  tlie  Inhcabitants  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill  in  the  County 
of  Grafton  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  March  10th  1953,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  on  the  following  matters: 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Cemetery  Commissioners  and  any  other  town  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  one  Highway  Agent,  one  or  more 
auditors,  one  Library  trustee  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  five  years,  one 
trustee  of  trust  funds  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  all 
other  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  contribute 
funds  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways  as  provided 
in  Chapter  188,  Part  13,  laws  of  1945,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  any 
alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of 
the  town,  as  recommended  by  the  finance  committee  in  its 
budget  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all  sums  so  deter- 
mined for  the  purposes  so  determined,  and  to  pass  any  other 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  issue  interest-bearing  notes  or  orders  to  provide 
for  the  current  year's  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  distribute  the  inventory  blanks  by  mail  or  at 
the  time  they  examine  the  taxable  property. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  town  through  collector's  deeds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  or  elect 
a  budget  committee  to  supervise  the  appropriations  of  the 
town  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  annual  town  meeting 
the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  various  purposes,  such  recom- 
mendations to  be  printed  in  the  next  annual  report. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  purchase  a  portable  water  pump  for  fire  pro- 
tection, to  be  stored  with  the  Woodsville  Fire  Department, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  required  for  this 
purpose. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
Woodsville  Cemetery  when  and  if  the  Woodsville  Cemetery 
Association  votes  to  turn  said  cemetery  over  to  the  town. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  rela- 
tive to  Civilian  Defense  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  proper  to 
come  before  said  meeting.

We  herein  submit  our  annual  rejjort  for  Lhe  year  ending 
Deeend)er  31,  1952.  Our  detailed  statements  will  be  found 
on  the  following  pages.  Our  books  and  records  were  audited 
by  D.  R.  Newbold  and  James  Barber,  Town  Auditors,  and 
found  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  through  the  efforts  of  H.  L. 
Thompson,  Collector,  and  H.  S.  Knox,  Deputy  Collector, 
our  Town  was  one  of  the  few  in  the  State  to  collect  its  Head 
Tax  100%  so  that  no  further  burden  was  placed  on  the  tax- 
payer in  making  up  delinquent  taxes  to  the  State. 

It  is  a  never-ending  task  to  keep  a  constant  check  on 
expenses  and  costs.  We  are  thankful  that  during  the  past 
year  many  savings  were  accomplished  and  we  have  been 
able  to  reduce  the  1953  Budget  by  $3,750.00  as  compared 
to  the  1952  Budget.  This  was  done  without  reducing  services 
rendered  or  impairing  operations.  The  Road  Agent  has  fully 
cooperated  in  this  and  is  to  be  commended  for  his  eflforts. 
Few  realize  the  scope  of  his  work  and  the  constant  pressure 
placed  on  him.

The  activities  program  consisted  of  the  following:  Elective 
physical  education  for  both  the  boys  and  the  girls;  touch 
football;  outdoor  and  indoor  basketball;  Softball,  and  base- 
ball.

The  annual  school  play  was  put  off  until  spring,  due  to 
the  conflicts  with  basketball  which  usually  occur  during 
the  fall.  The  cheerleaders  again  did  a  grand  job  in  that 
department,  and  during  the  cheerleading  contest  held  in 
February,  won  first  place.  Shirley  Bennett  was  elected  head- 
cheerleader  for  the  school  year  1952  -  53. 
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The  records  of  the  basketball  teams  were  as  follows: 
Boys,  coached  by  Robert  Perry  won  17  and  lost  3,  in  the 
regular  season's  competition.  As  the  result  of  the  excellent 
record,  the  team  again  received  invitation  to  the  Class  C

ville  triumphed  over  Hancock  by  the  score  of  79  to  40.  In 
the  semi-finals,  the  Engineers  were  defeated  by  Walpole 
High  70  to  63,  but  won  the  consolation  game  from  New 
London  63  to  51. 

The  end  of  the  regular  basketball  season  provided  a  tie 
with  Whitefield  in  the  Ammonoosuc  League,  and  in  the 
playofl^  held  after  the  tournament  at  Littleton,  Woodsville 
High  won  the  Ammonoosuc  League  Championship  by  de- 
feating the  Class  C  Champions,  Whitefield,  by  the  score  of 
58  to  50.  This  indeed  was  a  successful  basketball  season.

The  schools  of  the  Woodsville  Union  High  School  District 
opened  the  1952  -  1953  school  year  on  September  3.  The 
total  enrollment  for  this  year  is: 

Kindergarten  —  32  resident  and  5  non-resident  pupils 

Graded  school  —  177  resident  and  37  non-resident  pupils 

High  School  —  66  resident  and  58  non-resident  pupils  giv- 
ing a  total  of  275  resident  and  100  non-resident  pupils,  an 
increase  of  23  pupils  since  last  year. 

The  teaching  staff  realized  a  30%  replacement,  due  in 
part  to  change  in  occupation  and  in  part  to  not  meeting 
salary  demands.  There  were  five  teachers  replaced,  three  in 
the  elementary  field  and  two  in  the  secondary. 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Butson  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  Streeter  left 
teaching  and  were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Isabel  Shaw  of  Bath 
and  Mrs.  Geneva  Jones  of  Mclndoes,  Vermont.  Mrs.  Seraph 
McDanolds  accepted  a  position  of  professional  advance- 
ment at  Newport,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  replaced  by 
Mr.  George  McKelvey  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Shaw,  teaching  grade  IV,  is  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College,  has  had  ten  years  of  successful  teaching 
experience,  the  last  at  Lisbon,  New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Jones,  teaching  grade  III,  is  also  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College  and  has  had  eight  successful  years  of 
experience  in  teaching. 

Mr.  McKelvey  graduated  from  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  He  holds  a  M.A.  degree  and  is  a  veteran  of 
World  War  II.  Before  coming  to  Woodsville,  he  was  Princi- 
pal of  the  North  Hampton  Central  School. 

There  were  two  new  members  employed  on  the  high 
school  faculty,  filling  vacancies  caused  bj'  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Florence  Flint  and  Mr.  Timothy  Connor.  Miss  Flint 
accepted  a  position  in  Winchester,  and  Mr.  Connor  joined 
the  faculty  at  St.  Johnsbury  Academy.

She  has  fourteen  years 
of  successful  teaching  experience,  both  in  New  Hampshire 
and  INIassachusetts,  and  majors  in  the  field  of  languages. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  commending 
the  district  for  the  support  which  made  possible  the  erection 
of  the  new  Practical  Arts  Building,  now  successfully  fulfilling 
part  of  a  well-balanced  school  program.  The  conscientious 
efforts  of  the  building  committee,  including  the  school  board 
members,  to  see  to  it  that  not  only  was  value  received  for 
money  spent,  but  also  that  an  attractive,  functional  build- 
ing be  erected,  merit  the  esteem  and  praise  of  the  citizens 
of  the  district.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  a  report  of  the 
Building  Committee  which  follows  my  report. 

May^  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  humble,  but 
most  sincere  gratitude,  for  the  signal  honor  which  the  Board 
conferred  upon  me  by  dedicating  this  building  in  my  name. 
To  my  knowledge,  no  other  such  recognition  to  a  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  has  even  been  given  in  the  history  of 
New  Hampshire  superintendency,  which  makes  it  a  unique 
honor  within  itself.  It  is  an  honor  which  I  share  equally 
with  all  members  of  the  committee  whose  names  also  appear 
upon  the  plaque  with  mine,  as  well  as  those  of  the  con- 
tractor and  architect. 

W.  E.  Givens,  Executive  Secretary^  of  the  N.E.A.,  has 
stated  that  "the  educational  programs  of  our  schools  have 
developed  in  response  to  the  needs  of  the  individuals  and 
the  communities  they  serve." 
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Our  early  schools  were  largely  influenced  by  a  concept 
that  education  was  MEMORIZATION.  A  person  may  be 
well  stuffed  with  information  and  still  be  very  poorly  edu- 
cated. Education  for  tomorrow  includes  thinking  as  well 
as  knowing. 

Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  report  of  Principal 
Pendo  for  further  details  of  Administration.

REPORT  OF  WOODSVILLE  UNION   HIGH  SCHOOL 
PRACTICAL  ARTS   BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

A  year  ago  at  this  time,  the  School  Board  and  Superin- 
tendent decided  that  the  time  had  come  when  definite 
steps  should  be  taken  toward  the  construction  of  an  ade- 
quate building  to  house  a  Practical  Arts  course.  The  course, 
already  started  the  previous  year,  had  met  with  such  en- 
thusiasm that  it  had  already  outgrown  the  inadequate  space 
alloted  in  the  present  building. 

Fully  realizing  that  such  an  undertaking  would  warrant 
■constructive  criticism,  articles  were  placed  in  the  warrant 
for  the  voters  to  act  upon. 

At  the  school  meeting,  people  definitely  showed  by  their 
attendance  and  vote  that  they  heartily  approved  of  the  plan 
and  were  willing  to  meet  the  cost  of  such  a  project.  They 
instructed  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to 
assist  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent  in  formulating 
plans  which  would  include  a  suitable  site,  cost  of  construc- 
tion, and  financing  the  project.  The  committee  appointed 
was  H.  O.  Taylor,  Sr.,  Chairman,  Dr.  Everett  C.  Campbell, 
and  Carl  D.  Marsh.  At  an  adjourned  meeting  held  in  April, 
the  people  voted  to  raise  a  sum  of  $50,000.00  to  be  used  on 
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Iliis  projccl.  II.  ().  'r.iylor.  Sr.,  |)rcsciilc(l  l(»  llic  |)((i|)|c  llic 
plans  of  llir  coiiiiiiil  Ice  and  tlicy  were  a  ppi'dNcd.  I>;iii(l  was 
l)ur('liMsi'(l  from   Harold   l\.  I)a\i>oii. 

TluMi  tlu'  real  work  l)i't;aii.  This  ciilailcd  many  mcclinffs 
willi  the  archili'cis,  Ihidson  &  In<;rani  of  Hanover,  lo  decide 
on  the  ty])e  of  huihling  and  construction,  etc.  The  plans  were 
drawn  up  and  the  project  put  up  for  bid.  Sealed  bids  were 
received  and  opened  by  the  School  Board  on  June  .'},  1052, 
at  which  time  it  was  found  that  the  Cummings  Construction 
Com|)any  had  the  lowest  bid  so  thej^  were  awarded  the 
contract. 

Construction  was  started  on  the  building  in  June.  It  was 
heartening  to  the  building  committee  to  find  everyone  so 
interested  and  cooperative.  H.  O.  Taylor,  Chairman,  and 
Phil  A.  Bennett.  Superintendent,  made  this  project  a  per- 
sonal problem,  and,  working  individually,  they  kept  the 
building  committee  fully  informed  on  the  intricate  details 
surrounding  the  construction.  Their  personal  interest,  com- 
bined with  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the  building  com- 
mittee, is  borne  out  in  the  ultimate  result  of  a  building  con- 
sidered by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  through  their 
representatives,  to  be  the  best  of  its  kind,  constructed  up 
to  this  time,  in  the  state.  The  Woodsville  School  District 
can  be  proud  of  its  Practical  Arts  Building,  now  in  full 
operation. 

It  was  unanimously  decided  by  the  committee  to  dedicate 
this  building  to  Superintendent  Phil  A.  Bennett  for  his  part 
in  initiating  the  project,  seeing  to  its  construction,  and  super- 
vising the  manifold  details  from  beginning  to  end.  The  dedi- 
cation was  held  on  December  14,  1952  in  the  High  School 
and  the  attendance  bore  out  the  tremendous  interest  started 
less  than  a  year  ago.  The  building  committee  is  exceedingly 
proud  to  have  had  a  part  in  this  project  made  possible  by 
the  foresighted  interest  of  the  people  of  the  Woodsville 
School  District.

This  gave  an  opportunity 
to  have  defects  corrected  before  the  pupil  started  school  in 
the  fall.

The  schools  of  Haverhill  opened  on  September  3,  1952 
with  an  enrollment  of  280  pupils  located  in  the  four  elemen- 
tary schools  as  follows:  27  at  Center  Haverhill,  48  at  Pike, 
three  of  whom  are  Benton  residents,  85  at  Haverhill  Corner, 
and  120  at  North  Haverhill.  There  are  36  additional  pupils 
attending  schools  outside  the  district;  3  at  Bath  and  33  at 
Woodsville,  making  an  overall  total  of  313  elementary  pupils 
residing  in  the  Haverhill  School  District. 

Haverhill  Academy  enrolled  80  pupils,  eleven  of  whom  are 
non-resident,  2  commuting  from  Benton  and  9  from  Pier- 
mont.  There  are,  also,  13  Haverhill  students  attending 
Woodsville  High  School,  making  a  total  of  82  resident 
secondary  school  pupils. 

The  district  was  fortunate  in  that  it  had  only  one  replace- 
ment in  the  elementary  teaching  staff.  Mrs.  Louise  Wilson, 
a  former  teacher  at  Pike,  filled  the  primary  room  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Brooks  in  June. 

Haverhill  Academy  also  had  but  one  change  in  its  faculty. 
Mr.  Alan  E.  Rich  was  employed  to  fill  the  position  vacated 
by  Mr.  Papandrea.  Mr.  Rich,  a  resident  of  South  Newbury, 
New  Hampshire,  graduated  from  Plymouth  Teachers 
College,  receiving  his  B.  of  Ed.  degree  in  June,  1952.  He 
teaches  a  varied  program  of  math,  science,  and  coaching. 

Excellent  hot  lunches  are  continuing  to  be  served  at  North 
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Haverhill  and  Haverhill  Corner.  Mrs.  Sawyer  is  the  efficient 
lunch  supervisor  and  cook  at  North  Haverhill  and  Mrs. 
Helen  Chapman  serves  equally  good  and  appetizing  meals 
at  Haverhill  Corner.  Mrs.  Kenyon  does  the  record  keeping 
for  the  latter  program. 

The  School  Board  should  'be  especially  cited  for  its  con- 
tinued interest  in  the  physical  upkeep  of  the  school  plants. 
Although  some  buildings  are  inadequate  for  current  teach- 
ing techniques,  yet  they  are  being  well-preserved  by  yearly 
minor  repairs. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  report  of  Principal 
Jenkins  of  Haverhill  Academy  for  administrative  details  of 
Haverhill  Academy. 

W.  E.  Givens,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  N.E.A.,  has 
stated  that  "the  educational  programs  of  our  schools  have 
developed  in  response  to  the  needs  of  the  individuals  and 
the  communities  they  serve." 

Our  early  schools  were  largely  influenced  by  a  concept 
that  education  was  MEMORIZATION.  A  person  may  be 
well  stuffed  with  information  and  still  be  very  poorly  edu- 
cated. Education  for  tomorrow  includes  thinking  as  well  as 
knowing.

There  are  eleven  tuition  pupils.  Nine  come  from  the  town 
of  Piermont  and  two  from  Benton.  Six  pupils  have  left 
school  to  date  leaving  the  present  enrollment  at  seventy-five.

Scholastic  honors  were  won  by  the  following  pupils  in 
the  order  named:  Ruth  Nelson,  Nancy  Large,  Jacques 
Ludman,  and  Alarlene  King.  The  Scholarship,  Loyalty  and 
Achievement  Medal  was  won  by  Shirley  Eichhorn. 

The  program  of  studies  has  remained  unchanged  except 
for  discontinuing  French  until  such  time  as  a  teacher  can  be 
found  who  can  give  adequate  instruction.  There  are  jorty- 
tivo  enrolled  in  the  general  curriculum,  eighteen  in  the 
business  education  curriculum,  and  twenty-one  in  the 
scientific.  While  pupils  are  permitted  to  change  from  one 
curriculum  to  another  during  their  four  years  and  also  to 
elect  subjects  from  all  three,  in  order  to  graduate  in  the 
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scientific  and  business  education  curicula  they  must  meet 
the  requirements  for  those  two.  Those  who  do  not,  graduate 
in  the  general  curriculum.  Pupils  who  are  planning  to  go  to 
college  should  elect  the  scientific  curriculum. 

The  activities  program  consisting  of  athletics,  glee  clubs, 
dances  and  parties  gives  all  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
some  one  or  more  activity. 

Hot  lunches  are  served  daily  to  about  one  hundred  and 
thirty  pupils.  The  program  is  being  operated  by  the  P.T.A. 
as  last  year.  The  lunches  consist  of  a  well-balanced  diet  and 
are  neatly  and  efficiently  served.  Mrs.  Chapman  and  her 
helpers  are  to  be  commended.  Credit  to  the  P.T.A.  was 
extended  in  this  report  last  year  and  is  again  repeated. 

To  record  in  a  report  of  this  nature  all  of  the  educational 
experiences  enjoyed  and  areas  of  learning  explored  during  a 
school  year  would  require  volumes;  to  say  that  any  one  of 
them  is  more  important  than  another  would  be  to  invite  an 
endless  debate;  but  to  state  that  the  sum  total  of  them  all 
lays  the  ground- work  for  a  fairly  liberal  education  and  useful 
citizenship  could  hardly  be  considered  an  exaggeration.  It  is 
a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  have  had  a  small  part  in  it.
